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The Trend of Business 


IN THE UNITED STATES 

Business Activity for the 4-week period ending August 
16 was up 12 per cent from the previous 4 weeks, was 
down 5 per cent from the corresponding period in 1951, 
and for the first 7 months of the year was 4 per cent be- 
low last year, according to the New York Times business 
activity index. 

Freight Car Loadings for the same 4-week period were 
up 29 per cent from the previous 4 weeks, were down 11 
per cent from the corresponding period in 1951, and for the 
first 7 months of the year were 9 per cent below last year. 

Bank Debits outside New York City were down 4 per 
cent in July from June but were up 7 per cent from July 
1951, and for the first 7 months of the year were 3 per 
cent above last year. 

Life Insurance Sales were 1 per cent lower in July than 
in June but were 14 per cent higher than in July 1951, and 
for the year to date were 13 per cent higher than in 1951. 

Industrial Production, as measured by the Federal Re- 
serve Board Index, was down 6 per cent in July from June, 
10 per cent from July 1951, and 4 per cent for the first 7 
months of the year as compared with last year. 

Electric Power Production increased 3 per cent in July 
from June, 7 per cent from July 1951, and 8 per cent for 
the first 7 months of the year as compared with last year. 

Bituminous Coal Production dropped 18 per cent in July 
from June, 24 per cent from July last year, and for the 
first 7 months of the year was 11 per cent below last year. 

Steel Production, continuing at a low level, dropped only 
4 per cent in July from June, but dropped 81 per cent from 
July 1951 and 24 per cent for the first 7 months of the year 
as compared with the same period in 1951. The steel rate 
operated at 17 per cent of theoretical capacity in July. 

Machine Tool Shipments were down 23 per cent in July 
from June but were up 76 per cent from July 1951, and for 
the first 7 months of 1952 were 95 per cent above last year. 

Construction Activity, as measured by the value of con- 
tracts awarded, was up 2 per cent in July from June and

IN OHIO 

Bank Debits in 16 Ohio cities were down 3 per cent in 
July from June, were up 4 per cent from July 1951, and for 
the first 7 months of the year were up 3 per cent from last 
year. 

Life Insurance Sales were down fractionally in July 
from June but were 14 per cent above June 1951, and for 
the first 7 months of the year were 17 per cent above last 
year. 

Agricultural Income was up 56 per cent from June and 
13 per cent from July 1951, but for the first 7 months of 
the year was 1 per cent less than in 1951. 

Electric Power Production was 2 per cent less in July 
than in June and 4 per cent less than in July 1951, but for 
the year to date was up 3 per cent from 1951. 

Bituminous Coal Production dropped 39 per cent in July 
from June, 19 per cent from July 1951, and 5 per cent for 
the first 7 months of the year as compared with last year. 

Construction Activity, as measured by the value of con- 
tracts awarded, was down 3 per cent in July from June but 
was up 6 per cent from July 1951. For the first 7 months 
of 1952 the value of contracts awarded was 10 per cent 
lower than in the same period in 1951. 

Retail Sales of Independent Dealers were down 7 per 
cent in July from June, were up 3 per cent from July a 
year ago, and for the first 7 months of the year were 1 per 
cent greater than in 1951. 

Department Store Sales were down 13 per cent in July 
from June, were 6 per cent above July 1951, and were 1 per 
cent lower in the first 7 months of 1952 than in the same 
period in 1951. 

Dyers’ and Cleaners’ Sales dropped 27 per cent in July 
from June but increased 2 per cent over both July 1951 and 
the first 7 months of 1951. 

New Passenger Car Registrations in 41 counties were 
down 23 per cent in July from June and 25 per cent from 
July 1951. Cumulative sales in 1952 were down 25 per 
cent from 1951.

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OHIO URBAN AND RURAL POPULATION TRENDS 


Population data for Ohio are given in this article by ur- 
ban and rural places and by decades from 1850 to 1950. 
Significant differences appear in the relative importance, 
on the basis of population, of urban versus rural areas 
over the period 1850 to 1950. These differences reflect, in 
large part, changes in the industrial and agricultural proc- 
esses, in the markets for products, and in the economic as 


well as legal matrix within which industrial and agricul- . 


tural transactions are made. 


Urban and Rural Population Trends in Ohio 
The proportion of population living in urban areas in- 
creased from 12 per cent in 1850 to 48 per cent in 1900 and

was as high as 68 per cent in 1930. In 1950, the Ohio pop- 
ulation was divided 66.4 per cent in urban areas and 33.6 
per cent in rural places. The decrease in the relative pro- 
portion of people living on farms reflects, in part, the sub- 
stitution of capital (agricultural machinery) for labor. 
In addition, many operations such as meat processing, the 
manufacturing of dairy products, canning, and so on, per- 
formed on the farms for commercial sales and even for

home use during the 1800’s and early 1900’s have been 
shifted to manufacturing plants in urban areas. 

Relative increases in urban population were greater 
than the per cent incieases in rural population during each 
of the decades from 1850-1950 with two exceptions, 1930 
to 1940 and 1940 to 1950. Population rates of growth in 
urban areas were less than rural areas during the decade 


of the 30’s largely because of the lack of job opportunities 
in urban places, and during the decade of the 40’s largely 
because of the improved economic agricultural situation 
and the increasing suburbanization. 

Urban population increased relatively fast during the 
50-year period 1850 to 1900. The largest per cent increase, 
71, occurred over the decade 1860 to 1870. The smallest

relative increase, 32 per cent, took place over the period 
1890 to 1900. Both the largest absolute and relative in- 
crease in the 50-year period 1900 to 1950 came between 
1910 and 1920 when urban population increased from 2.7 
to 3.7 million people, an increase of 1 million people or 38 
per cent. The smallest numerical as well as percentage 
increase took place during the decade 1930 to 1940; urban 
population increased only 100 thousand persons or 2 per 
cent. 

Rural population increased in each of the three decades 
1850 to 1880 after which time rural population decreased 
until 1920. Following 1920, rural population increased 
numerically as well as relatively in each of the following 3 
decades. The largest numerical as well as the most rapid 
rate of growth occurred between 1940 and 1950 when the 
rural population increased 379 thousand persons or 16.5 
per cent. 


Age Distribution 

Between 1940 and 1950, the largest relative population 
increase, 62 per cent, occurred in the age group less than 
5 years of age. The next largest rate of growth, 40 per 
cent, came in the age group 65 years and over. Even 
though total population increased 15 per cent over the past 
10 years, declines occurred in the age groups 10 to 14 and 
15 to 24. These declines, while not of major proportions, 
have some significant economic implications with respect 
to the age composition of the labor force during the com- 
ing decade of the 60’s and 70’s. 

In 1950, better than 30 per cent of the rural-farm as 
compared with only 23 per cent of the urban population 
were 15 years of age or less. In both rural-farm and urban 
areas, about 15 per cent of the population was 15 to 24 
years of age. Only 24 per cent of the rural-farm as com- 
pared with 31 per cent of the urban population were be- 
tween the ages 24 and 44. About 31 per cent of both the 
rural-farm and urban population were 45 years of age 
or more.
